An ordinance ler fen a tax on dogs, and 
providing for the ertermination of 
ne for which such tax has not beeu 
paid. 


Section 1. Be it ordained that 
any person owning or keeping a dog, 
shall pay a tax of $5 on each female 
and a tax of 83 on each male dog an- 
nually. Said tax shall be paid to 
the constable of Rene township on or 
before the first Monday of June, A. D. 
1879 and on or befere the first Mon- 
day of June of each year thereafter. 
The constable shall furnish the owner 
af said dog a receipt for said tax, with 
the description of the dog for which 
the tax has been paid, and a tag as 
hereinafter provided, said tag shall 
be attached to the collar af said dog, 
the receipt and tag shall be numbered 
and the number of the receipt shall 
cerrespond to the number of the tag. 

Section 2. Any dog running at 
large on which said tax shall not have 
been paid and evidenced by the tag as 
aforesaid, may be apprehended by the 
constable of Reno township, or any 
person appointed by him for that pur- 
pose and taken to the dog house and if 
said animal is not ciaimed within two 
days from the date of its apprehension 
it shall be the duty ef the constable 
to kill and bury said dag. If said ani- 
mal is claimed, the owner thereof 
shall pay in addition to the tax here- 
in-before provided the sum of $2, as 
a fee for the apprehension of said dog. 
The constable shall receive from the 
county, to be paid ent ef the town 
fund $2 for each dog apprehended, 
killed and buried under the provisions 
ef this act. 

Section 3. It shall be lawful for 
any citizen ef the town of Reno to 
kill any dog that has been known to 
have run at large in said town for the 
period of ten days without the evi- 
dence of the payment of said tax by 
the tag attached to the cellar of the 
deg, 

Section 4. A dog house shall be 
provided by the constable at an ex- 
pense of not exceeding $25, in which 
the dogs apprehended, under previs- 
ions of sections 2 and 5, shall be con 
tined. 

Section 5. The county auditor 
shall have blank receipts with stubs 
prepared, for the tax herein previded 
and also suitable tags to be worn at- 
tached to the collar of the dog on 
which the tax shall have been paid, 
and shall furnish the same to the con- 
stable on his demand, and charge him 
therewith. The constable shall deduct 
fifty cents from each tax collected and 
shall pay the balance into the county 
treasury to be placed in the Reno 
town fund, 

Section 6. It shall b> the duty 
of the constable of the tewn of Reno 
and his deputies te apprehend all dogs 
running at large on which the tax has 
not been paid and deal with them as 
hereinbefore provided, 


Town Order No. 8. 


Be it orda nad that: 

It shall not be lawful for any person 
or persons to put, keep or muintain 
any iron stove-pipe through the roof 
of any building within the town lim- 
ita of Reno after the first day of June, 
A. D. 1879. After said first day of 
June the tire marshal shall inspect all 
buildings within the town limite, and 
if he ind any violation of this ordi- 
nance he shall require such stove- 
pipe to be removed within ten days, 
and if the order be not then obeyed he 
shall make a proper complaint before 
any justice ef the peace of said town 
of such vielution, and on cenyictios 
of any 2 or persons for such vio- 
latioo, he, she er they shall be fined 
in the sum of five dollars and costs of 
suit, or be imprisoned in the county 
jail for a period equal to two dollars 
per day for the amount of such fine 
and costs. 


Town Order No. 6. 


An Order Respecting Posts Designating 
the Town Limits. 


Be it ordained, ete. 

Section 20. The county surveyor 
ia hereby authorized to place on the 
town limits where every railroad, 
highway, road or avenue crosses the 
same, a post not less than three feet 
high and four inches square, eigh- 
teen inches, in the ground, painted 
with the words, “TIewn 
Limits,“ plainly lettered thereon, and 
he shall receive —— dollars each for 
prepairing and placing the same.

SECOND DISPATCH. 


Ban Francisco, May 8.— Things are 
very quiet in the city to-day. Every- 
body apparrntly tired out by oxcite- 
ment of yesterday and last night. 
Quite a crowd remains around the 
bulletiu boards, but as no dispatches 
of importance come io interest has 
flagged. The result of the election 
has evidently caused deep distrust io 
business circles if anything can be pre- 
dicted upon expressions heard on eyv- 
ery side. Kearneyites, on the can- 
trary, are jubilant, and are already en- 
gaged in the pleasing occupation of 
portioning out speils in advance. 

Stocks tooka tumble which was no 
more than might have been expected, 
ewing to the feeling of depression on 
the street, although as far as can be 
learned there is no dispesition mani- 
fested to allow bears to assume con- 
trol of the market. 

Stock journals are engaged in dem- 
onstrations that so far as speculation 
is concerned, the new deal will be 
powerless te iuterfere with operations 
of dealers whatever general effect on 
mining intrests it may have. Agri- 
cultural counties come in ior a liberal 
share of denunciation for their aid in 
hoisting sand lot reign upon city and 
state, and it is conceded that the only 
thing to be done to prevent the execu- 
tion ef the laws under the new consti- 
tion by the Kearticy element, will be 
to make square Republican issue 
against them, trusting to the political 
party leaning ef the interjer, to count- 
act sand lot influence.
